Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  19^3 • 

Tho  estimated  population  figure  remains  the  same  at 

9,320. 


The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  increase  on  tho  1962 
figure;  being  16,73  for  I963  and  15.23  for  1962. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  living  sliovs  an  increase,  from 

9.65  in  1962  to  10.83  for  I963.  ‘ 

There  were  101  deaths  as  compared  to  90  deaths  in  1962, 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths 
under  1 year,  from  2 in  1962  to  6 in  I963,  which  accounts  for  tho  increase 
in  the  figure  of  total  infant  deaths  per  1,000  total  live  births  from 

14.08  in  1962  to  38.46  in  I963. 

Once  again  there  is  no  maternal  death  to  report. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notifications  and  there  were  three  notifications  in  respect  of  Food 
Poisoning.  Measles  notifications  shoved  a considerable  decline  from  232 

in  1962  to  66  in  I963. 

It  is  encouraging  that  the  Council  decided  to  implenenti  a 
suggestion  that  a post  of  Clerk  should  be  created  in  the  Public  Health 
Department,  This  has  had  the  effect  of  allowing  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  concentrate  on  the  professional  duties  of  the  post  and 
delegate  some  of  the  essential  but  routine  clerical  work. 

Miss.  J.  M.  Swain  was  appointed  to  the  post  on 
12th  November,  I963,  and  has  discharged  her  duties  in  an  effective  manner. 
There  has  been  a noticeable  improvement  in  the  general  working  of  tho 
Department. 


I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  my  predecessor 
Dr.  John  R.  Graham,  who  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  this  Authority 
for  thirty-one  years  from  August,  1931  until  his  retirement  on  31st 
December,  1962.  I am  sure  n-ll  who  know  him  will  join  with  me  in  wishing 
him  a long  and  happy  retirement.

During  1963,  the  Council  formally  declared  two  small  areas, 

Nos.  9,  11,  13,  15,  Cross  Street  (the  Cross  Street  No.l.,  Clearance  Area), 
and  Nos.  67,  69,  71,  73,  Thanet  Street  (the  Thanet  Street  No.l.,  Clearance 
Area),  to  be  Clearance  Areas.  The  houses  in  Cross  Street  were  subsequently 
purchased  by  agreement,  and  the  Th-anet  Street  Area  was  confirmed  by  the 
Minister  in  July.  In  addition,  the  two  Clearance  Areas  at  The  Square, 
Danesmoor,  and  Bailey* s Square,  which  had  been  declared  during  1962,  were 
confirmed  v/ithout  modification  by  the  Minister  in  April  and  May,  1963. 

Rehousing  of  the  tenants  living  in  the  afore  mentioned  Areas 
proceeded  slowly  during  the  year,  and  in  addition  tenants  of  houses  previously 
acquired  for  demolition  v/ere  rehoused,  a total  of  twenty  six  families 
involving  sixty  seven  persons  vrere  transferred  to  Council  houses,  and  thirty 
eight  houses  were  demolished,  and  one  house  made  the  subject  of  a Closing 
Order. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  it  was  estimated  that  there  x^ere  at 
least  three  hundred  houses  remaining  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  the 
Council  resolved  that  a determined  effort  be  made  to  secure  that  these  housos 
should  be  cleared  within  seven  years.

During  the  year  a greater  effort  was  made  to  visit  more  of  the 
food  shops  than  had  been  possible  in  previous  years.  It  v/as  found  that, 
although  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  standard  of  hygiene  and  food 
handling,  there  is  still  too  much  unwrapped  foodstuffs  left  uncovered  on 
counters,  a^  fittings  open  to  contamination  by  dust,  flies  and  even 
customers  in  the  sliop,  Jbst  shops  are  provided  with  glass  cabinets,  yet, 
in  too  many  instances,  are  thCEJc  used  to  display  vn:^pped  goods  instead  of 
the  unvrrapped  confectionary  and  cooked  meats,  for  which  they  were  originally 
intended.
